However, he was 
subsequently confirmed in the said post . However, he did not receive 
any letter of confirmation . There were in all 7 workers atMargao and 
the present workman had an overall charge on the RegionalSales Office . 
Hewas doing various types of duties. He also used to look after the stock 
and sales of spares of excavators for which he was not paid any extra 
remuneration . In the year 71 one of the Watchman did not obey the 
instructions given by this workman and hence he sought the watchman s 
explanation which he did not offer . Instead , that watchman made a 
complaint against the present workman to the Bombay Sales office, 
pursuant of which , he was issued a Memo wherein the workman s 
clarification was sought. After the workman submitted the clarification , 
the Company decided notto proceed in the matter as the explanation was 
found to be satisfactory . In the year 1976 a mistake was committed by 
typist cum clerk for which the presentworkman was issued a show cause 
notice in which allegationswere made regarding negligence on his part . 
Theworkman explained the circumstances underwhich an unintentional 
lapse occurred . However , the Company decided to punish the workman 
by stopping his increments from January , 1977 onwards. No charge 
sheet was issued to him and no enquiry was held in respect of the alleged 
misconduct. However, the workman did not raise any dispute in respect 
of that order.

5. Thereafter Party I, filed a rejoinder ( Exb . 8 ) wherein he 
controverted the employer s contention and reiterated his say 
made in the statement of claim .

6. On these pleadings, I framed the necessary issues at Exb . 9 
and the case was posted for hearing .

7. However, on this day , it has been submitted by the learned 
representatives of both the sides that the parties have arrived at a 
settlement and accordingly they submitted the terms of settlement 
which has been duly verified and marked at Exb . 10. On behalf of 
both the parties , it has been submitted that in view of the terms of 
settlement incorporated in Exb . 10 , a consent award be passed in 
this case . On going through the termsof settlement, I find that they 
are certainly in the interest of the workman and hence I accept the 
submission made by the learned representatives of both the sides 
and pass the following consent award . 


Whereas by Government Notification No. 22 /58 /97 -RD dated 
30-9-97 published on pages 456 to 458 of Series II, No. 29 of the 
Official Gazette dated 16-10-97 and in two newspapers ( 1) Herald 
dated 23-10-97 and (2 ) Gomantak dated 27-10-97 it was notified 
under section 4 of the Land Acquisition Act, 1894 (Central Act 1 
of 1894 ) (hereinafter referred to as " the said Act" ), that the land 
specified in the Schedule appended to the said Notification 
(hereinafter referred to as the said land ), was likely to be needed 
for public purpose , viz . for construction of LMBC of T.I.P. from 
Ch . 30.225 Kms to 31.200 Kms in Mapusa village of Bardez 
Taluka . 


ORDER 


1 . 


It is agreed between the parties that the Party II- Employer 
shall pay a sum of Rs. 16,190 / - (Rupees Sixteen thousand 
One hundred & Ninety only) towards Gratuity ,Compensation , 
Earned Wages etc., to the workman Party I, in full and final 
settlement of all his legal dues. 


2. It is agreed between the parties that in view of the clause ( 1 ) 

above , the Party I workman does not press for reinstatement 
with full back wages and agrees that his dispute is conclusively 
settled . 


And whereas, the Government ofGoa (hereinafter referred to as 
the " Government ” ) being of the opinion that the acquisition of the 
said land is urgently necessary , hereby applies the provisions of 
sub -section ( 1) and sub -section ( 4 ) of section 17 of the said Act and 
directs that the Collector appointed under paragraph 2 below , shall, 
at any time, on the expiry of fifteen days from the date of the 
publication of the notice relating to the said land under sub -section 
( 1) of section 9 of the said Act, take possession of the said land . 


3. It is agreed between the parties that in view of the above 

terms, the workman have no claim of whatsoever nature 
against the employer-Party II. 


Now , therefore , the Government hereby declares under the 
provisions of section 6 of the said Act, that the said land is required 
for the public purpose specified above . 


4. It is agreed between the parties that the dues under clause ( 1 ) 

above shall be paid within 8 days of the Award . 


5. No order as to costs . Inform the Government accordingly . 


2. The Government also hereby appoints under clause (c ) of 
section 3 of the said Act , the Special Land Acquisition Officer 
(North ), I.D., Morod , Mapusa to perform the functions of the 
Collector for all proceedings hereinafter to be taken in respect of 
the said land and directs him under section 7 of the said Act to take 
order for the acquisition of the said land .
